The proposed Central Street 
Historic District tops the list of 
nine articles which will appear 
before the towns voters at the 
October 4 Town Meeting. 

Sponsored by the Historic 
District Study Committee, 
which in turn has the nod of the 
Andover Bicentennial Com- 
mittee, the article is designed 
to preserve the historic and 
architectural heritage of Cen- 
tral Street from the Center to 
the Horn Bridge and around to 
the corner of Andover Street 
and Argilla Road. 

A map of the proposed dis- 
trict and summary of the 
bylaws appear on page 36 of 
today’s TOWNSMAN. 

Largest of the money articles 
to come before the meeting is a 
$15,000 request for engineering 
studies for a new Riverina 
Road sewage pumping station, 
and an outfall sewer to the in- 
terceptor at the Merrimack 
River. 

According to Town Manager 
J. Maynard Austin, the ul- 
timate hope is to get federal 
funds to complete those pro- 
jects. The article would also 
give officials the authority to 
proceed with construction 
should the federal funds arrive. 

Another request is for $4,000 
for unpaid bills left over from 
the last fiscal year and still! 
another, for $2,500 to add 
pedestrian controls to the traf- 
fic signals at Elm Square.

Hughes insisted that the school 
was practically a public one, 
since it is partly supported by 
State 766 funds and serves 
youngsters from many com- 
munities. 

In other action Monday night, 
the Selectmen approved the use 
of 44 Holt Road as a mailing ad- 
dress for the Rosemary Amber- 
man Foundation Inc., subject to 
local zoning regulations.

evaluation program within two 
weeks after the beginning of the 
term. 

Pupils would also come 
before the Discipline Com- 
mittee when they have been 
suspended twice, regardless of 
the nature of the suspension. 

Offenses which now will 
result in expulsion include 
violation of conditions es- 
tablished as a result of proba- 
tion or a serious offense against 
school rules, when a student is a 
serious threat to the safety of 
others in the school, or to the 
school building or facilitiés, and 
when a felony level crime has 
been committed on school 
property. 

Seifert said the new policy 
has the support of the faculty, 
and that students will be in- 
formed of the change during 
orientation and in their hand- 
books. 

He emphasized, however, 
that only a small number of 
students are the ones making 
trouble, and that about 95 per- 
cent toe the mark.

The original homework policy 
incorporated procedures within 
it, and allowed for less: input 
from the professional staff. 

One of the prime procedural 
quirks to be worked out in the 
new one, according to Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, is that of con- 
sistency within the same grades 
throughout the system. 

The policy still maintains that 
homework is ‘‘a necessary part 
of the educational process’’ and 
“a useful discipline.’’ It es- 
tablishes homework as a basic 


part of every classroom: 


academic program, with the 
amount of time required varying 
from grades one to 12. 

It also establishes that at the 
beginning of each school year, 
parents will be informed of the 
general level and type of 
homework to be assigned the ob- 
jectives. Progressor lack of it- 
will be communicated through 
report cards. 

The superintendent is to report 
on implementation of the policy 
at the first committee meeting in 
lecember and April. 

The administration’s plans for 
new report cards had been for 
parents to receive a paper copy, 
with cumulative carbons kept for 
additional reports and for perma- 
nent records at the school. 

Committee Chairman George 
Olesen objected when he learned 
that parents would not be re- 
quired to sign and return the 
card. A subsequent motion by 
Committeeman Elaine 
Vichmann that a one-way com- 
munication card would be suf- 
ficient failed to pass in a 2-2 
vote. 

The new cards, when revised, 
will chart the progress of a pupil 
compared to the standards in the 
school for his grade level. Skill 
evaluations comparing him to his 
group will be labelled excellent, 
very good, satisfactory, fair, 
needs improvement and un- 
satisfactory.

“Convenience” 


Foods Too 


While today’s scientists are 
working to develop nutritious 
meals for space travelers, early 
American Indians had their own 
“traveling food.”’ 

The Iroquois, for example, 
made theirs from soft corn which 
was shelled and then slightly 
parched in the embers of a wood 
fire. The parched corn, along 
with maple sugar, was then 
thrown into a mortar and pound- 
ed and sifted into fine meal. 

Dried fruits like cherries were 
sometimes pulverized with the 
corn. A quarter pound of the mix- 
ture, diluted in a pint of water, 
was considered a good meal. |

The ragged edge of Hurricane 

Belle left behind in southern New 
England a bumper crop of Indian 
pipes. 
The Indian pipe is a woodland 
plant with an eerie character. 
Perhaps you have seen these 
pinkish-white, leafless-appearing 
indeed, almost ghostly plants 
that grow in deep shade on the 
woodland floor. They occur 
almost everywhere in the United 
States, ranging from New- 
foundland and Alaska to our 
southernmost borders, including 
Florida.

buried in the woodland floor- , 


much as mushrooms do. Instead, 
they cooperate with fungi in the 
soil which breaks down woody 
material. From the fungi, they 
draw the sustenance of life. 

Since Indian pipes and their 
few relatives are almost unique, 
they naturally attracted atten- 
tion from early herbalists who 
sought medical plants. The 
general theory was that anything 
so exceptional must have excep- 
tional qualities. Before 
Europeans became involved with 
the plant, Indians used its juices 
as a supposed cure for ‘‘sore 
eyes.” 

One hesitates to expand upon 
the supposed medical uses of 
plants in fear that some poor soul 
may take the advice literally and 
try to effect a home cure. 
Nevertheless, there was a school 
of medical practice, referred to 
as natureopaths that flourished 
until the turn of the present cen- 
tury. It was discredited by 
another group of physicians who 
depended more upon metals, and 
dosed patients with such 
dangerous substances aS mer- 
cury. Both dangerous schools 
were replaced, largely by the 
suceess of the corporate 
medicine factory whose offerings

the nature physicians, a Dr. R.E. 
Kunze reported in 1878 concer- 
ning Indian pipes: ‘This is a drug 
very highly recommended for 
overcoming nervous irritability, 
epilepsy, chorea, etc., when used 
in large dosesinwardly, of 
courseand for ophthalmic as well 
as other inflammations of 
delicate mucous surfaces out- 
wardly applied, either in its fresh 
state or the preserved juice.’’ 
One may take warning from Dr. 
Kunze’s inclusion of ‘‘etc.”’ in the 
list of maladies that Indian pipes 
cured. It meant, of course, that 


- he had little idea concerning the 


exact value of the herb. 

One might take more seriously 
the warning Dr. A.H. Young in an 
earlier issue of the Botanical 
Gazette. He reported that ‘‘a 
young lady’’ who examine an In- 
dian pipe inadvertently applied 
its juice to her chapped lips. The

Bancroft 
Vandalized

The culprits, whom he judged 
to be kids, apparently pried 
open the front door. Many of the 
other doors to the building were 
barred because of prior entries. 

The building had been broken 
into Sunday night as well, with 
vandals dumping over 
wastebaskets that had been 
used to catch water from leaks 
in the roof and air conditioning 
pipes and soaking carpets in 
many areas. 

Sunday night, Nicoll said, the 
vandals also dumped a whole 
can of food into the fish tank, 
causing several of the fish to 
die from overeating. 

Monday night, however, the 
damage was far more 
widespread, and Nicoll guessed 
that there were ‘‘more than a 
couple’’ vandals and that they 
had been there at least a couple 
of hours. 

Carts of IMS (Individualized 
Math System) and AIRS (An- 
dover Individualized Reading 
System) materials were over- 
turned throughout the open 
lofts, and magazines torn out of 
library shelves. 

In the handicapped room, a 
gallon jug of dish detergent was 
poured over the piano, destroy- 
ing the finish and sticking keys 
beyond repair. 

In the kitchen corridor, Jim 
Gillis of the custodial stsaff 
said ‘Thank God it’s washable 
paint,’’ as he mopped up kelly 
green paint. The vandals had 
also splattered the kitchen floor

with flour and peanut butter 
and squirted Elmer’s glue 
around the kitchen and 
cafeteria. 

In the cafeteria, a trampoline 
which belongs to the high school 
had been opened up and used, 
though it was not seriously 
damaged. Stacks of supplies 
from the central office were 
opened and strewn about. 

Outisde, maintenancemen 
Tuesday replaced a round, 
second-floor window and ex- 
amined the play gym, where 
plexiglass cylinders had been 
shattered. The play boat had 
been pulled apart and its smoke 
stack was missing. 

It was the first time Bancroft 
had had vandalism like this in 
all of its eight years, Nicoll 
said. 

Back at Stowe School, Seifert 
said he would like to find out 
who did it not just from the 
standpoint of punishment, but 
because ‘‘whoever did this is 
very, very much in need of 
help.” 

While he said there has been 
‘‘more and more and more” 
vandalism recently, Seifert 
said that normally someone 
will pull a prank only in an 
isolated area of a_ building. 
‘Never,’ he said, “is it so 
widespread. They went through 
the whole building like Atilla 
the Hun.” 

Seifert said it would take 
some time to estimate the cost 
of the damage and the cleaning 
up. He said several instruc- 
tional aides had been called in 
to put the AIRS and IMS 
materials back together. 
Meanwhile, the custodial staff 
was spending time cleaning up 


that it would have been using to 
get ready for school. Many of 
the preparations that had been 
made will have to be done all 
over again. 

Seifert said the question of 
how to prevent it from happen- 
ing again is as broad as how to 
prevent a burglary in a private 
home. 

Normally during the school 
year, he said, there are around- 
the-clock custodians and a 
security man makes a round of 
the schools on the weekends. 

He said officials may have to 
start thinking about an alarm 
similar to the one at West 
Elementary School that feeds 
into the police station. Installa- 
tion of alarm systems in other 
schools was curtailed a couple 
of years ago in an effort to keep 
spending down.

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Editorial Comment 


A Watchful Eye 


Can’t Hurt 


The Town Meeting form of government, touted by 
some as the purest form of Democracy, is a popular 
subject of study by one group or another, and perhaps 
necessarily so. 

Last week’s Special Town Meeting proved once again 
the viability of the system here, but it also pointed up a 
short-coming or two. 

Voters dribbled in as 7:30 meeting time approached, 
as if confirming officials’ fears that a 350-member 
quorum couldn’t be reached in the middle of summer. 
After all, it’s sometimes difficult to achieve during the 
school year when most residents are in town and when 
the agenda includes at least one controversial or 
emotionally-charged issue. 


But then, as if a dam had broke, they poured into 
Memorial Hall Auditorium and spilled over into the 
balcony. The meeting began only 10 minutes late, 
earlier than at any other session in the last couple of 
years. 


To the 600 moved by civic spirit to come out on a hot 
summer’s night and put a lid on the leaky school roof, 
we offer applause and the hope that they’ll be equally 
concerned come October’s meeting, when the only item 


of any great interest will be the Central Street Historic 
District. 

Meanwhile, last week’s session also gave us cause to 
ponder the seemingly endless powers of the Town 
Moderator, whose job it is to preside over Town 
Meeting. 


Bill Dalton upset several residents by calling for a 
vote on the high school roof without throwing the floor 
open to discussion. 

Ours is not to judge whether he passed them over in- 
tentionally or whether he simply didn’t see the hands 
that were allegedly raised in the audience. It was ap- 
parent from the near-unanimous vote that discussion 
would have had little effect on the final tally in this 
case, and in fact, there is no law requiring him to allow 
voter input at all. 

We trust, however, that future meetings will see an 
opportunity for voters to get the answers they need to 
make their decisions, particularly on items that aren’t 
as cut and dried as this one. 


Otherwise, the voters may lose interest, the 
moderator his quorum and Democracy its “‘purest”” ex- 


* ample. 


Now You See It, 
Now You Don’t 


No sooner did town officials begin smiling this month 
about increased Cherry Sheet dollars, than the county 
turned around and took them away. 

The revised state aid figures had added $156,227 to the 
$3 million that Andover had been anticipating. 

But then last week, the State House of Represen- 
tatives, with local Rep. Gerald Cohen opposed, okayed a 
$17.1 million budget for Essex County, an increase of 37 
percent over last year. Andover must dig into its 
pockets for an additional $182,069, or a total 1977 county 
assessment of $673,521. 

That wipes out the increased state aid, which would 
have saved Andoverites about 60 cents on the tax dollar. 

This year’s tax rate, according to Assistant Town

WASHINGTON ~ The Army is 
clamping the lid on the West 
Point cheating scandal. The ac- 
cused cadets have been assigned 
Army lawyers. 

These lawyers are under the 
discipline of Col. Alton Harvey, 
the Defense Appelate Chief. Im- 
mediately after he arrived at 
West Point, he ordered the attor- 
neys not to talk to the press. 

Several of them talked to our 
reporter, Gary Cohn, anyway. 
They said that Harvey is trying 
to protect the Army at the ex- 
pense of their clients. 

The attorneys want to show 
that cheating is rampant at West 
Point and that their clients are 
being prosecuted selectively. 
One Army lawyer told us that as 
many as 400 cadets may be 
guilty of cheating. Yet fewer 
than half that many have been 
charged. 

The defense attorneys believe 
Colonel Harvey is trying to con- 
tain the scandal. He has im- 
pressed them that he wants to 
save the Army any more em- 
barassment. 

Yet the attorneys believe the 
best way to defend their clients

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

It has been brought to my 
attention by several rather angry 
parents and taxpayers that ““de- 
facto’’ busing discrimination is 
about to be practiced by the 
school administration. Published 
routes for the coming year show 
that only St. Augustines’ 
Catholics and the traditional 
school people are to have their 
elementary school children given 
the shuttle treatment. In rather 
obvious contrast, all public 
school elementary youngsters 
(Bancroft, South, etc.) are being 
bused directly to their schools. 
Some callers have made the 
point, which I consider well 
taken, that if black, Jewish or 
other minority elementary 
students were so treated, the 
School Committee would have a 
civil rights suit on their hands in 
short order. 

I recall with some vividness 
that in July 1974 the School Com- 
mittee passed a very clear-cut 
policy (5-0) to prevent just such 
‘de-facto’ minority discrimina- 
tion in busing. The School Com- 
mittee should insist that Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert carry out this 
policy to its letter and full intent. 
The policy states that busing for 
private schools shall be provided 
‘ona basis fully equitable and 
consistent with that provided for 
public school students.’’

system. But if they cross Harvey, 
it could hurt their careers. 

Army attorneys, meanwhile, 
may soon bring “dereliction of 
duty” charges against two of the 
academy's top officers. 

They are: the superintendent, 
Lieutenant General Sidney Ber- 
ry, and the commandant of 
cadets, Brigadier General 
Walter Ulmer. 

The Army Inspector General 
has already been asked to in- 
vestigate their role in an alleged 
cover-up. Two recent graduates, 
one of them the son of Major 
General William Caldwell, were 
accused of cheating. The 
academy investigated, and the 
allegations were dismissed. 

But other cadets complained 
that the allegations were drop- 
ped because the son of a general 
was involved. We have obtained 
copies of the tests that the two 
cadets took. Two-thirds of their 
answers are almost identical. 
Even some of the wrong answers 
are exactly the same. 

The officer who graded the 
exams, Captain Richard Jones, 
said it was the “most blatant ex- 
ample of cheating” he had ever 
seen. 


mean 50%. It does not mean par- 
tially or sometimes. It does 
mean ‘‘completely and entirely.” 
As might be expected, the 
spectre of excessive increased 
costs for the traditional program 
has been concocted by Seifert as 
the reason for the austere busing 
schedule.

Drug Crackdown — The Ir 
ternal Revenue Service is team- 
ing up with the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration to crack 
down on drug pushers. 

The two federal agencies have 
quietly agreed to swap informa- 
tion. The drug officials will give 
internal revenue a confidential 
list of more than 300 suspected 
drug traffickers across the na- 
tion. 

The list has been carefully 
compiled to trip up known 
ringleaders who have managed 
to elude the law. One of the 
names on the list, for example, is 
a man who operates a fleet of 100 
luxury automobiles. 

He leases the cars to dope 
dealers who use them to 
transport illegal drugs. The man 
makes a fabulous profit, in- 
directly, from drug smuggling. 
Yet he never gets close enough 
to the drug's to get caught. 

Busy Bureaucrat — Presi- 
dent Ford keeps calling for econ- 
omy in government but few peo- 
ple seem to be listening. The new 
Federal Maritime chairman, 
Karl E. Bakke, for example, can 
seldom be found at his desk. He 
is too busy touring the world. 

Before he had finished his first 
month in office, he had flown off 
to Miami, New York City and 
San Francisco.

Historic District Would Preserve Central Street 


Residents of the Central Street 
area which has been tapped to 
become an official Historic 
District, have received copies of 
proposed bylaws explaining just 
what the status would mean to 
them. 

The bylaws and other matters 
will also be the stbject of a 
special public hearing called by 
the Historic District Study Com- 
mittee for Sept. 16 at 7:30 in 
Memorial Hall Library. 

Then the whole matter of an 
Andover Historic District will 
come before voters at the Oc- 
tober Town Meeting. 

The proposed district was 
selected from among several 


areas in Andover as being par- 
ticularly historic and containing 
a large number of quality ex- 
amples of architecture. The 
homes represent almost every 
period from Andover’s earliest 
years on. 

The district as proposed in- 
cludes both sides of Central 
Street from the Center to the 
Horn Bridge and beyond to 
Argilla Road. It also includes 
most of the triangular block 
bounded by Essex, Brook and 
Central Streets.

sensitive so no hardships would 
be imposed on the residents. 

According to the proposed 
bylaws, no building within the 
district could be constructed, 
moved or altered in any way that 
affects architectural features, 
and no buildings could be moved 
into the district or razed without 
certificates of appropriateness, 
non-applicability or hardship 
issued by a governing Historic 
Commission. 

The Historic District Commis- 
sion would be made up of seven 
members and three alternates 
appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. One would represent 
the Andover Historical Society, 
the local Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
the Board of Relators and the 
Planning Board. Still another 
member would be selected from 
the residents of the district, and 
all would live in town. 

In passing on matters before it, 
the Commission would be bound 
to consider the historic and 
architectural value and 
significance of the site, building 
or structure, the general design 
and arrangement of the features 
involved, and the relation of 
those features to other buildings 
and structures in the area. 

Several categories would be 
exempt from the Commission’s 
control. For example, they could 
not dictate color or type of paint, 
roofing materials or siding, walls 
or fences, storm doors or win- 
dows, screens, window air-

conditioners, TV antennae, and 
terraces, walks, driveways and 
similar structures, provided they 
were substantially at grade level. 

Temporary structures or signs 
would be allowed for up to 30 
days; the re-construction, sub- 
stantially similar in exterior 
design to a building, structure or 
exterior architectural feature 
damaged or destroyed by fire, 
storm or other disaster would not 
be controlled, as long as re- 
construction was begun within 
one year. 

The Andover District Commis- 
sion would also serve in an ad- 
visory capacity to the Selectmen, 
the Planning Board, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, the State 
Historical Commission, and any 
other public agency in matters 
pertaining to any structures or 
sites in the district. 

The proposed bylaws also state 
that the Commission, ‘‘at all 
times, shall act with a clear un-

Fresh tomatoes, eggplant and 
peppers from local farms are in 
plentiful supply and prices are 
reasonable, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture. 

Though these three vegetables 
vary considerably in color and 
appearance, they are all 
members of the same botanical 
family (solanaceae). 

Their flavors also complement 
each other in cooking, as in 


ratatouille, a dish made famous” 


in southern France that’s grow- 
ing in popularity at restaurants 
and homes across the Bay State. 


Fresh tomatoes, eggplant and — 


peppers can also be stuffed and 
baked, and each of the vegetable 
trio also takes nicely to grilling 
indoors or over the barbecue. 

The fresh Massachusetts 
grown tomatoes available during 
summer months are a far cry 
from those we import at other 
times of year, as the native vine 
ripened fruit is flavorful, juicy 
and bright red in color. 

Fully ripe tomatoes will keep 
up to a week in the refrigerator; 
keep others at room temperature 
away from direct sunlight until 
they ripen. 

Choose peppers that are firm 
with a glossy sheen and relative- 
ly heavy weight. Sweet peppers 
are most often medium to dark 


green in color, though fully : 


matured peppers of the same 
type have a bright red color. 
Choose eggplant that is firm, 
smooth, uniformly dark purple 
and heavy for its size. Small size 
eggplants are usually preferred. 
This is the season to enjoy 
fresh vegetables at their best - - 
and here is a suggestion that took 
first prize in a vegetable recipe 
contest last summer.

This article would 
insure that such property would 
keep its prior status.

facilities, on the grounds of 
Danvers State Hospital but 
separate from the mental 
health treatment area, 
‘woefully inadequate.”’ 

Why no opponent for Cohen? 

“Sure,’’ he says, “‘some peo- 
ple thought about it and decided 
against it, but I don’t know who 
they were.” 

He says that hopefully they 
looked at what he’s done over 
the past two years and ‘“‘figured 
I would be in.” 

There’s also the redistricting 
question, with new boundaries 
to go into effect at the end of 
the next term. 

Cohen says he’ll know more 
after the results of the 
November election but that at 
the moment, the Party 
leadership is leaning toward 
keeping Andover whole, with 
the possible addition of Andover 
or South Lawrence, 

It was only two years ago that 
Andover, with increased pop- 
ulation, became a_ represen- 
tative district all by itself. 
Jerry Cohen became the first 
all-Andover representative, and 
it now seems likely that he’ll be 
the only one.
